Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Department 
for  the  year  1950. 

Colne,  along  with  the  neighbouring  Sanitary  Authorities,  shared  in 
the  general  trend  of  lowered  figures  in  the  Vital  Statistics.  During  the 
year  there  was  a slight  rise  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate.  Of  the  ten 
deaths  recorded  under  one  year  of  age,  five  occurred  during  the  first 
two  weeks  of  life  and  were  due  to  Prematurity.  Of  the  remaining  five 
deaths,  four  were  caused  by  infection,  while  one  was  the  result  of 
Accidental  Asphyxia.  These  figures  show  the  need  for  maintaining 
constant  vigilance  and,  if  we  are  to  see  any  appreciable  reduction  in  the 
number  of  infant  deaths  due  to  Prematurity,  then  the  provision  of  a well 
equipped  and  easily  accessible  Premature  Unit  is  essential. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Committee  and  my  staff  for  the  help  given 
during  the  year.

The  Infant  Mortality  figure  for  1950  is  35  per  1,000  live  births. 
This  is  an  increase  of  6 per  1,000  on  the  figure  for  19+9,  and  is  5 
per  1,000  more  than  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a whole. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
288.  Of  these,  150  were  males  and  138  females.  The  birth  rate  per 
1,000  of  the  population  is  13.8  and  is  a decrease  of  0.9  on  the  previous 
year,  and  is  3.3  less  than  the  average  for  the  past  five  years.  The 
adjusted  birth-rate  is  i4‘5  per  1,000,  the  comparability  factor  being  1-05. 

Still  Births. — '1  he  still-birth  rate  is  0.13  per  thousand  of  the 
population  below  that  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

Deaths. — The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  319  of  which  151 
were  males  and  168  females.  The  death-rate  is  15.3  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population,  representing  an  increase  of  0.2  on  the  previous  year. 

The  adjusted  death-rate  is  14. 1 per  1,000,  the  comparability  factor  being 
0.92.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

The  Ambulance  facilities  provided  are  adequate  for  the  need  of 
the  district,  and  a full-time  service  is  made  available  to  the  public  by  the 
County  Council  for  medical  and  accident  cases  and  for  the  removal  of 
infectious  cases. 


NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

General — There  are  three  District  Nurses  (one  male)  working  in  the 
area.  These  are  employed  by  the  County  Council. 

Midwives — There  are  three  Midwives,  appointed  by  the  County 
Council,  practising  in  the  area. 

CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics — These  clinics  are  held  at  Bank 
House,  Albert  Road,  Colne,  the  work  being  administered  by  the 
County  Council.

The  accommodation  at  the  Welfare  Clinic,  Bank  House,  consists  of 
one  Consulting  Room,  two  Dressing  and  Weighing  Rooms,  a Kitchen 
and  a large  Waiting  Room. 

THE  ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINIC. 

Sessions  are  held  at  Bank  House  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday 
from  9 a.m.  to  10  a.m. 

MINOR  AILMENT  CLINIC.

THE  ORTHOPAEDIC  CLINIC. 

This  is  held  at  Carr  Road,  Nelson,  and  visits  are  arranged  on 
Tuesday  and  Friday,  by  appointment. 


THE  DENTAL  CLINIC. 

I he  Dental  Clinic  at  Bank  House  is  open  Tuesday,  Wednesday  and 
ihursday,  both  mornings  and  afternoons.  The  work  is  administered  by 
theJCounty  Council. 
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THE  TUBERCULOSIS  DISPENSARY. 

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  been  conducted  throughout  the 
year  at  Carr  Road,  Nelson,  by  the  District  Hospital  Management 
Committee.

HOSPITALS. 


The  Hospital  Services  for  Colne  are  administered  by  the  Burnley 
and  District  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  action  is  taken  by 
them  to  secure  adequate  hospital  treatment  for  the  varying  needs  of  the 
people. 


INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  UNMARRIED  MOTHERS, 
ILLEGITIMATE  INFANTS,  AND  HOMELESS  INFANTS. 

Unmarried  mothers  and  children  are  catered  for  in  Mother  and 
Baby  Homes  administered  by  the  County  Council  or  Voluntary  Societies. 

Defective  children  are  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Children’s 
Committee. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  CARE  OF 
THE  MENTALLY  DEFECTIVE. 

This  work  is  supervised  by  the  County  Council. 

ANTE-NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CARE. 

The  Health  Visitors  attend  the  Ante-natal  and  Post-natal  Clinics 
and  co-ordinate  the  work  of  the  Maternity  Home  and  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Centre.  They  make  frequent  home  visits  to  keep  in  touch 
with  as  many  expectant  mothers  as  possible. 

A great  deal  of  unnecessary  discomfoit  and  ill-health  is  borne  by 
sensitive  women  who  have  a mistaken  belief  that  such  suffering  is  an 
inevitable  accompaniment  of  childbirth. 

There  is  now  no  reason  why  such  suffering  should  continue,  because 
opportunity  is  given  for  free  private  consultations  at  the  Clinic,  for  all 
mothers.  The  best  time  for  this  is  about  six  weeks  after  childbirth. 

I again  repeat  the  need  for  emphasis  on  the  value  of  Post-natal 
examinations.  At  the  present  time  too  great  a difference  exists  between 
the  number  of  Ante-natal  examinations  and  Post-natal  examinations. 

INSTITUTIONAL  PROVISION  FOR  MOTHERS 
OR  CHILDREN. 

THE  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY  MATERNITY  HOME, 
BARROWFORD  ROAD. 

The  Christiana  Hartley  Maternity  Home  and  Ante-natal  Clinic  in 
Barrowford  Road,  serves  the  Borough  of  Colne  and  the  neighbouring 
districts  of  the  County  of  Lancaster. 

The  accommodation  available  consists  of  fourteen  maternity  beds 
and  two  isolation  beds.  The  Maternity  block  contains  two  labour  wards, 
sterilization  room,  nursery,  and  duty  room.  There  is  also  an  Ante-natal 
Clinic,  Observation  Block,  Kitchen  and  Laundry. 

1 he  accommodation  in  the  Home  has  been  very  fully  occupied.  It 
appears,  from  the  number  of  applicants  refused  admission,  to  fall  short 
of  the  actual  need. 
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Experience  has  shown  the  need  for  additional  single  roooms  for  the 
proper  nursing  of  special  types  of  cases,  e.g.,  difficult  labours,  post 
eclampsia,  heart  conditions,  caesarean  section  and  premature  births,  and 
particularly  for  the  provision  of  Ante-natal  beds. 

PREMATURE  INFANTS. 

Premature  infants  are  retained  in  the  Maternity  Home  until  their 
progress  is  equal  to  that  of  a child  born  at  full  term  pregnancy.  There- 
after bi-weekly  visits  are  made  by  the  Health  Visitors. 

Premature  babies  born  at  home  are  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home 
or  hospital  if  the  home  conditions  are  unsuitable.  The  midwife  has  access 
to  special  equipment  maintained  at  the  Divisional  Health  Offices  for 
premature  babies  should  it  be  necessary. 

THE  ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC,  CHRISTIANA  HARTLEY 
MATERNITY  HOME,  BARROWFORD  ROAD. 

Sessions  are  held  bi-weekly  on  Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons  for 
patients  seeking  admission  to  the  Home.  In  addition,  sessions  are  held 
on  Monday  afternoons  by  the  County  Midwives. 

The  Clinic  is  situated  to  the  East  of  the  main  building  of  the  Home, 
from  which  it  is  entirely  separate.  The  accommodation  consists  of 
Waiting  Room  and  Sanitary  Accommodation,  Dressing  Cubicles, 
Laboratory  and  two  Consulting  Rooms. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  no  Maternal  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

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CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION. 

(Under  Part  VII  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936). 


The  welfare  of  children  has  long  been  the  concern  and  interest  of 
this  local  authority  and,  in  spite  of  the  powers  to  act  being  transferred  to 
the  County  Council,  the  interest  is  always  present. 


Information  of  cases  of  neglect  or  cruelty,  or  both,  reaches  the 
Department  through  very  many  channels.  These  are  usually  School 
Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  Teachers,  Attendance  Officers,  and  on  many 
occasions  through  neighbours.  All  rumours  or  reports  are  investigated. 
Warnings  are  issued  if  necessary  and  close  watch  is  kept  on  the  case 
or  cases.  If  all  this  fails  to  produce  the  desired  effect,  the  N.S.P.C.C. 
Inspector  is  communicated  with,  and  he  visits  the  house.  Usually,  this 
has  a salutary  effect,  but  should  this  fail,  the  case  is  taken  before  the 
Magistrates.  All  cases  where  warnings  have  been  issued  or  there  has 
been  a suspicion  of  neglect  are  kept  under  close  supervision. 

DAY  NURSERIES. 

There  are  two  Day  Nurseries  under  the  administration  of  the 
County  Council. 


The  one  at  North  Valley  Road  accommodates  70  children,  and  that 
at  Haverholt  50  children. 


Both  these  Nurseries  have  been  fully  occupied. 

A Nursery  School  is  being  built  at  Newtown  Street  and  should  be 
ready  for  opening  in  the  Spring  of  1951.

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Prevalence  of  and  Control  over  Infectious 
and  other  Diseases. 

Two  hundred  and  forty-nine  cases  of  infectious  disease  (other  than 
Tuberculosis)  were  notified  during  the  year,  1 1 1 of  these  being  Whooping 
Cough  and  93  Scarlet  Fever,  the  latter  being  mostly  of  a mild  type. 
There  was  one  Scarlet  Fever  death  (male — 6 years),  in  hospital,  and  one 
death  from  Pneumonia  (male — 1 year).  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles 
were  most  prevalent  during  the  4th  Quarter,  being  almost  negligible 
during  the  first  6 months  of  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever  was  most  prevalent 
during  the  1st  Quarter,  and  the  smallest  number  of  cases  were  notified 
in  the  last  Quarter.  As  regards  Pneumonia,  more  than  half  of  the  year’s 
total  cases  were  notified  during  the  1st  Quarter. 

Smallpox. — The  vaccinated  population  in  Colne  is  far  too  low.  It 
invites  a serious  state  of  affairs  should  an  epidemic  break  out.  I strongly 
recommend  parents  to  have  their  babies  vaccinated  as  early  as  possible 
after  birth. 


IMMUNISATION  CLINIC. 

Diphtheria. — Clinics  for  active  immunisation  against  Diphtheria 
are  held  at  the  School  Clinic  at  Bank  House. 

Diphtheria  Toxoid  Alum  Precipitated  is  the  prophylactic  used. 

HOSPITAL  ACCOMMODATION. 

Accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Burnley  and  District  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  all  cases  of  infectious  disease.  Practically 
all  cases  are  admitted  to  Marsden  Road  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital. 
On  rare  occasions,  when  accommodation  is  not  available  at  this  hospital, 
other  hospitals  in  the  group  are  used.

Altogether,  80  Colne  patients  were  admitted  to  hospital  during  the

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or 
Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  with  reference  to  persons 
suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  employed  in  the  milk  trade.

Annual  Report  of  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector.

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  herewith  my  report  on  the  sanitary 
inspection  of  the  borough  for  the  year  1950.  There  is  necessarily,  a 
great  deal  of  statistical  information  recorded  therein  covering  a wide 
range  of  subjects.  This  may  not  be  of  interest  to  every  reader  and  I 
have  therefore  decided  to  comment  on  items  which  have  been  specially 
prominent  during  the  year  and  include  the  details  in  the  form  of 
appendices. 

HOUSING. 

It  is  regrettable  that  a National  Housing  Survey  has  not  been 
carried  out.  Only  with  this  information  is  it  possible  to  really  say  what 
size  of  house  is  needed  and  how  many.  Strange  though  it  may  seem,  the 
number  of  houses  existing  to-day  is  unknown.  Only  by  a process  of 
addition  and  subtraction  from  the  1931  Census  can  any  estimate  be 
obtained.  It  is  likely,  however,  that  the  number  approximates  to  what 
it  was  in  1939.  If  this  is  so,  why  have  we  still  long  waiting  lists?  I 
think  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  demand  for  houses  per  family  is  larger 
than  it  wras,  and  is  related  to  the  increase  in  the  real  income  of  those 
people  whose  first  thought  is  to  improve  their  housing  standard. 

This  being  so,  it  is  imperative  to  look  closely  at  the  accommodation 
which  is  available  and  under  occupied.  It  may  not  be  easy  for  elderly 
couples  to  leave  the  home  which  they  have  enjoyed  for  many  years  but 
the  provision  of  suitable  bungalows  might  encourage  them  to  do  so. 
Not  only  would  they  and  those  needing  a family  house  gain  by  the 
transfer,  but  the  ratepayer  would  also  benefit.  It  should  be  remembered 
that  the  same  Exchequer  subsidy  is  given  for  a cottage  as  for  a five- 
roomed  house. 

The  establishment,  by  local  authorities,  of  house  exchange  bureaux 
to  assist  these  transfers  might  in  time,  prove  of  value.  It  certainly  seems 
worth  trying. 

The  Housing  Act,  1949,  promised  much  in  assisting  owners  to 
improve  existing  houses.  That  it  has,  so  far,  failed  dismally,  is  largely 
due  to  the  prolonged  delay  in  obtaining  Ministerial  approval  or  dis- 
approval on  the  applications  submitted. 
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PUBLIC  ABATTOIRS. 

The  inadequacy  of  facilities  in  their  own  food  factory  for  the  slaughter 
of  animals  in  a humane  and  hygienic  manner,  convinced  the  Town  Council 
that  a scheme  of  improvement  should  be  carried  out.  It  consists 
principally,  of  alterations  designed  to  make  better  use  of  existing  build- 
ings. It  is  hoped  that  the  installation  of  modem  electrically  operated 
equipment  at  every  possible  stage  will  considerably  increase  the  number 
of  animals  which  can  be  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  The  work  should  be 
completed  by  Autumn,  1951. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  here  record  the  present  system  of  meat 
distribution  as  it  applies  to  Colne.

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FOOD  HYGIENE. 


Increased  attention  has  been  paid  to  all  premises  preparing  food  of 
any  kind.  Their  numbers  are  very  substantial,  in  fact  almost  400  premises 
are  handling  food.  To  be  effective,  inspection  should  be  regular 
and  frequent.  Though  an  average  of  four  visits  each  year  is  not  too 
much,  the  present  staff  cannot  hope  to  approach  this  standard. 


Byelaws  for  the  cleanly  handling  and  wrapping  of  food  anywhere, 
were  adopted  in  July  and  a Health  and  Hygiene  Exhibition  was  organ- 
ised in  September.  The  Council  has  taken  steps  to  give  practical 
support  to  the  byelaws  so  far  as  its  own  premises  are  concerned  by 
providing  free  washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water,  soap  and  towels 
in  the  Market  and  at  Colne  Lane  public  conveniences.  The  proposed 
abattoir  improvements  include  ample  washing  facilities  for  all  workers. 

FOOD  POISONING. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  increasing  incidence  of  food  poisoning 
arises  mainly  from  the  careless  habits  of  food  handlers  of  both  sexes  and 
all  ages,  particularly  in  the  elementary  principal  of  “ wash  your  hands 
after  visiting  the  W.C.”  The  provision  of  facilities  to  do  this  in  all 
public  buildings  and,  especially  in  public  conveniences,  without  charge, 
may  encourage  the  habit  in  many  people,  but  widespread  and  lasting 
improvement  will  only  come  when  the  primary  and  junior  schools  are 
properly  equipped.  Teachers  will  then  be  able  to  insist  on  the  practice 
of  good  personal  hygiene  long  before  their  scholars  become  food  handlers. 
To-day  most  Colne  schools  are  far  behind  the  most  modest  factory  in 
matters  of  sanitary  equipment  of  any  kind. 

FOOD— ADULTERATION  AND  CONTROL.  * 

Milk  is  a food  of  exceptional  nutritive  value  and  is  subject  to  more 
sampling  than  any  other  food.  Nevertheless,  there  is  no  absolute 
standard  of  quality.  There  is  only  a presumptive  standard  prescribed  by 
the  Sale  of  Milk  Regulations. 


During  the  late  war  great  efforts  were  made  to  produce  quantity  at 
the  expense  of  quality  and  cleanliness.  Much  remains  to  be  done  to 
restore  the  pre-war  emphasis  on  the  importance  of  clean-milk  production. 
Pasteurisation  will  not  remove  dirt  though  it  will  make  milk  safe  to  drink. 


The  decline  in  the  quality  of  milk  analysed  in  Colne  is  indicated  by 
the  accompanying  diagrams.  This  decline  may  seem  small,  but  it  is 
serious  because  it  is  these  foods  which  are  most  needed  in  our  present  diet, 
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namely,  fats  and  proteins.  It  arises,  I think,  from  the  price  structure 
which  encourages  bulk  production  regardless  of  quality.  Consequently, 
the  breed  of  cow  most  favoured  is  that  giving  the  highest  milk  yield. 
The  Society  of  Public  Analysts  prescribed  a standard  of  nine  per  cent  milk 
solids  other  than  milk  fat  in  1876.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  yearly 
average  of  the  samples  analysed  in  Colne  since  1939  tailed  to  reach  that 
figure,  though  there  is  a welcome  improvement  in  the  last  two  years. 
This  may  be  related  to  a vigourous  sampling  policy  followed  by  legal 
action  for  fat  deficiency. 

There  are  two  possible  steps  which  might  be  taken.  One  is  pay- 
ment to  the  farmer  on  a quality  basis  and  the  other,  an  absolute  standard 
legally  enforcible.  The  former  would  be  difficult  to  administer  but  the 
second  course  could  reasonably  be  adopted  if  a little  time  is  given  for 
herd  adjustment. 

CONCLUSION. 

I have  here  dealt  principally,  with  homes  and  food.  This  is  inevit- 
able since  they  are  fundamental,  but  the  world  shortage  which  exists  in 
both  cases,  focuses  special  attention  upon  them. 

The  following  pages  record  progress  over  many  fields  which,  in  total, 
is  quite  considerable,  though  less  in  some  respects,  than  the  previous 
year.  This  is  due  to  the  preparatory  work  necessary  for  the  presentation 
of  the  Health  and  Hygiene  Exhibition.  I believe  this  to  have  been  well 
worthwhile  and  I hope  the  stimulus  which  it  gave  to  cleanliness  as  a way 
of  life  will  be  far  greater  than  the  temporary  loss  of  progress  in  some 
other  directions. 

Finally,  my  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee,  and  to  you  Sir,  for  continued  support  and 
encouragement  for  the  work  of  the  environmental  health  services. 

To  all  members  of  this  and  other  departments  of  the  Corporation  I 
say  thank  you  for  your  interest,  help  and  service  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

TOWN’S  WATER: 

The  town’s  water  is  obtained  from  a catchment  area  of  780  acres 
near  at  hand  on  Emmott  Moor  which  feeds  the  the  Laneshaw 
Reservoir  and  has  a capacity  of  75  million  gallons. 

The  reservoir  is  well  situated,  858  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum. 

Corn  Close  Borehole,  with  pumping  plant,  was  completed  in  1937. 
The  capacity  of  the  borehole  is  40,000  gallons  per  hour. 

The  supply  is  adequate  and  of  excellent  quality,  giving  satisfactory 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses.

Chlorination  plant  installed  in  the  Laneshaw  Filter  House  during 
1942,  treats  both  the  low  level  and  high  level  supplies. 

Filtration  is  carried  out  by  Bell  and  Candy  mechanical  pressure 
filters. 

No  new  methods  have  been  continuously  applied.  Experimental 
work  is  continuing  with  a view  to  using  alkaline  sodium  aluininate  in 
place  of  acid  aluminium  sulphate  to  give  better  pH  correction. 

Eleven  samples  have  been  analysed  for  plumbo-solvency,  and  the 
analyst  states  “ Action  on  bright  lead  very  slight.  The  amount  of  lead 
taken  up  on  overnight  contact  is  not  excessive.”  pH  correction  has  now 
been  improved  to  give  a more  alkaline  water. 

Mains  extensions  have  been  applied  to  new  housing  sites  and  new 
supplies  to  individual  houses.  A subsidised  scheme  for  replacement  of 
joint  service  pipes  to  terraced  houses  has  been  approved  by  the  Council 
and  will  start  during  1951.

Generally  these  supplies  feed  isolated  farmsteads  and  cottages, 
55  in  number,  and  though  based  on  one  or  two  samples  only,  the  results 
give  an  approximate  assessment  of  the  quality  of  the  supply. 


Owners  are  pressed  to  give  particular  attention  to  copings,  lining, 
and  covering  of  wells  and  tanks,  or  the  substitution  of  iron  pipes  for 
open-jointed  field  drains,  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  their  supply. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

There  are  approximately  40  miles  of  sewers  within  the  area. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  are  concentrated  at  the 
Sewage  Purification  Works  in  Burnley  Road.  The  plant  and  methods 
of  treatment  have  again  been  satisfactory  during  the  year,  and  the 
standard  has  been  maintained  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Lancashire  Rivers 
Board.  Consulting  Engineers  have  been  appointed  to  report  and  advise 
on  the  design  of  new  filter  beds,  humus  tanks  and  other  ancillary  works. 
A small  laboratory  is  used  for  the  testing  of  sewage  and  effluents. 


The  extension  of  the  sewerage  system  to  the  less  remote  areas  where 
a water  supply  is  available,  and  the  replacement  of  pails  and  septic  tanks 
with  clean  water  closets,  would  be  a scheme  worthy  of  consideration. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Lancashire  Rivers  Board  is  responsible  for  the  supervision  and 
protection  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  area  and  their  attention  is 
directed  to  cases  of  river  pollution  where  necessary. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  were  70  pail  closets  and  41  tanks  or  privies  still  in  use  in  the 
area  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  most  of  these  instances  there  is  an 
adequate  supply  of  water,  but  no  sewer  available.  Conversions  to  the 
water  carriage  system  would  necessitate  the  provision  of  a septic  tank, 
but  due  caution  should  be  taken  before  installations  of  these  are  carried 
out,  to  ensure  that  land  and  ditches  are  not  fouled  by  the  effluents  there- 
from. 

The  conversion  of  61  waste- water  closets  into  fresh  water  closets  has 
been  carried  out  during  the  year  under  review.  The  Corporation  grant 
of  per  conversion  has  been  continued. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  still  approximately  3,315  waste- 
water  closets  within  the  Borough.  Their  conversion  is  the  greatest  out- 
standing sanitary  improvement.

Refuse  is  collected  from  (approximately  7380)  bins  at  houses  and 
other  buildings,  and  is  transported  in  four  Karrier  Bantam  refuse  collec- 
tion vehicles.  A horse  and  cart  is  hired  for  short  journeys  and  a High- 
ways Department  wagon  is  used  for  relief  work.

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Street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  a Karrier  Motor  Sweeper  and 
collectors,  working  on  the  “beat”  system  with  “Orderly”  trucks. 

Gullies  are  emptied  by  a “ Karrier  ” Mechanical  Gully  Emptier. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  a four-cell  furnace  of  the  top-feed  type 
at  the  Destructor  Works  and  by  controlled  tipping. 

A Salvage  Scheme  has  been  in  operation  since  1940,  and  up  to  the 
end  of  March,  1951,  6330  tons  of  material  at  a value  of  ,£22,384  had  been 
recovered  and  sold. 

Kitchen  waste  is  sold  raw  and  is  heat-treated  by  the  customer  before 
being  used  as  animal  food. 

Pail  closets  are  emptied  by  Colne  Corporation  at  the  owners 
request. 

This  Service  is  administered  by  the  Borough  Engineer  to  whom  I 
am  indebted  for  most  of  this  information.

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RODENT  CONTROL. 

Fifty-one  inspections  were  made  to  alleged  rat  infested  premises 
by  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  technique  advised  by  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  carried  out  in  all  cases  of  infestation. 

During  the  year  6 1 8 visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operative  to 
132  infested  premises. 

The  entire  sewer  system  of  the  town  is  now  treated  twice  yearly  for 
the  destruction  of  rats  living  therein.  Experience  shows  that  most 
infestations  are  associated  with  defective  sewers  or  drains.  Consequently, 
the  poisoning  of  rats  in  sewers,  though  limited  by  the  fact  that  baiting 
is  only  practicable  at  the  manholes,  materially  reduces  the  number 
of  rats  on  the  surface. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

Eight  visits  were  paid  during  the  year  to  this  type  of  dwelling. 
No  action  was  taken. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  within  the  Borough. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  offensive  trades  carried  out  in  Colne  are: — 

Tripe  Boiler  1;  Tanners  3;  Leather  Dressers  4. 

These  businesses  have  been  carried  on  without  complaint  during 
the  year. 

SHOPS  AND  OFFICES. 

Shop  and  office  workers  number  about  eighty  per  cent  of  all 
employed  persons,  other  than  those  engaged  in  industrial  or  domestic 
work.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  the  Shops  Acts  are 
deliberately  framed  to  promote  the  health  and  well-being  of  this  group 
of  workers,  but,  although  a total  of  246  inspections  were  made  to  shops, 
and  2 to  offices,  there  is  still  a vast  amount  of  inspectorial  work  to  be 
done  in  the  matter  of  temperature,  lighting  and  ventilation,  sanitary 
accommodation  and  hours  of  employment  in  shops.  The  number  of 
offices  is  virtually  unknown. 

CLOSING  OF  SHOPS. — Thirty-six  general  inspections  were 
made  after  closing  hours,  and  it  was  noted  that  the  regulations  were 
generally  being  observed.

The  foregoing  figures  should  be  studied  carefully  by  shopkeepers 
and  prospective  shopkeepers.  They  amount  to  approximately  one 
occupied  shop  to  every  34  persons,  men,  women  and  children,  or  about 
one  shop  to  every  1 2 inhabited  houses.  It  is  true  that  there  is  a floating 
population  attracted  by  the  coveied  market  and  shopping  facilities  gener- 
ally and  a country  population  which  comes  into  the  town  because  of  the 
existence  of  a cattle  market,  but  these  non-resident  buyers  do  not  reach 
all  parts  of  the  town. 
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CAMPING  SITES. 

No  applications  were  received  for  the  use  of  sites  in  the  area  for 
camping  purposes. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  smoke  observations  were  made  and  in  five 
instances  it  was  found  necessary  to  report  the  existence  of  a smoke 
nuisance  to  the  management  of  the  firms  concerned.  A survey  of  the 
46  boiler  house  plants  in  the  Borough  was  completed.  Evening  Classes 
in  Boiler  House  Practice  have  been  conducted  at  Colne  Technical 
School,  and  have  been  attended  by  engineers  and  stokers.  Suitable 
speakers  have  assisted  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  and  films  have  been 
shown  for  the  benefit  of  the  Class  and  other  interested  persons. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools  open  to 
the  public.  The  Corporation  owns  Public  Baths  and  Swimming  Pools, 
which  were  opened  in  1909. 


They  consist  of  the  following  : — 

An  adult  swimming  pool,  children’s  swimming  pool,  shower  and 
foot  baths,  with  dressing  cubicles,  sanitary  accommodation,  and  seats 
for  spectators.  There  is  also  a series  of  medicated  baths. 

DISINFESTATION. 

Disinfestation  is  here  taken  to  include  all  insects  and  parasites. 

Private  houses  are  inspected  and  disinfested  upon  complaint  of 
infestation  from  the  owner  or  occupier,  and  spraying  and  dusting  is 
carried  out  according  to  circumstances  with  removal  of  wallpaper  in 
severe  bug  infestations.

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  14  County  Schools  and  1 private  School  within  the 
Borough. 

Thirty-seven  inspections  were  made  during  the  year.  Generally, 
sanitary  and  washing  facilities  leave  much  to  be  desired.  Additions  to 
the  already  insufficient  washing  facilities,  including  hot  water,  are  essen- 
tial for  the  increasing  number  of  scholars  taking  meals  at  school,  and  for 
reasonable  standards  of  personal  hygiene  to  be  practised. 

LICENSED  HOUSES. 

There  are  22  Licensed  Houses  within  the  Borough.  In  all,  10 
inspections  were  made,  and  generally  the  sanitary  accommodation  was 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  one  instance  intervening  ventilated  space 
was  provided,  following  the  service  of  an  informal  notice. 

Cleanly  practices  appear  to  be  observed  in  the  washing  of  glasses. 
LETHAL  CHAMBER. 

A lethal  chamber  is  provided  at  Bank  House,  where  injured  or 
unwanted  dogs  and  cats  can  be  painlessly  destroyed  by  electrical  apparatus 
which  has  the  full  approval  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  This  service  is  available 
during  normal  office  hours,  on  payment  of  one  shilling  for  each  animal.

In  the  case  of  the  manufacturer/wholesaler  production  is  on  a 
large  scale,  the  manufacturer/retailers  being  small  and  medium  size 
traders  in  most  cases  supplying  their  own  needs.
